Subject. —Exchange risks on aid financed imports—Submission of Bank Quarantee by 
importers. 

No. 147-ITC(PN)/72. —The licensing conditions applicable to imports under 
certain foreign credits permit the importers to avail of credit facilities extended to 
them by their suppliers sublect to certain conditions. In such cases they are 
allowed to import the goods without opening a formal letter of credit prior tp^ 
shipment. A few days before the shipment is due for payment, they are required 
to deposit the rupee equivalent of the foreign exchange cost of the shipment at the 
composite rate of exchange and approach the Ministry of Finance (Depth of 
Economic Affairs) for obtaining a letter of authority. On the strength of the letter 
of authority so issued, necessary letters of credit are opened and payment to the 
suppliers arranged directly from the foreign credit funds. 
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2. Consequent on the floatation of certain currencies from the middle of 1971, 
fixed composite rates between the Indian Rupee and the foreign currencies involved 
ceased to be in force. The rates of conversion to be adopted for arriving at the 
rupee equivalents of the foreign currencies to be deposited into Government account 
will now depend upon the rales of exchange prevailing on the London Exchange 
Market on the date of payment to the supplier and cannot, therefore, be known in 
advance. As such, the above, procedure cannot be strictly adhered to. It has, 
therefore been decided that, in future, where credit facilities are being availed of 
(subject to the conditions applicable to the licence in question) and where arrange¬ 
ments have to be made for making payments to the suppliers for the shipments 
already received, the Importers should deposit into Government account the rupee 
equivalents of the cost of the goods involved In foreign currency at the rates of 
exchange prevailing on the date of deposit (or at the fixed composite rates of 
exchange prevailing on the date of deposit, if any) and should submit to the Ministry 
of Finance (Deptt. of Economic Allairs), New Delhi the relevant Treasury Challan 
alongwith a request in the prescribed form for the issued of a letter of authority. 
[The procedure laid down in Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notice No. 233- 
ITC(PN)/08, dated the 23rd October, 1968 as amended, should be followed for making 
the rupee deposits], In addition, they should also produce a bank guarantee for 
3 per cent of the value of the licence in question in the form as prescribed In 
Annexure ‘A’ to this Public Notice, On receipt of the bank guarantee and flic 
request for Issue of a letter of authority supported by the treasury challan referred 
to above, the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) will issue the 
letter of authority in the usual course. After the payments to the suppliers are 
arranged on the strength of the Letter of authority, the importers’ bankers should 
work out the rupee equivalents of the foreign exchange paymens due at the rates 
applicable to the date of actual payment to the suppliers. If the rupee equivalents 
so arrived at are less than the amounts already deposited, the banker should 
Immediately arrange to deposit Into Government account the difference, together 
with interest at 6 per cent per annum from the date of paymentlo the supplier upto 
the date of deposit of the difference and make available to the Ministry of Finance 
(Deptt. of Economic Affairs) the Treasury Challan in the usual course. The Bank 
guarantees will he released after all the dues to Government have been collected. 
It Is equally the responsibility of the importers to ensure that the amount due are 
•deposited correctly and promptly.
